Defendant's aire clearly only interested in obstructing justice, which justifies 
the Plaintiff's .reqtliest for Summary Judgement. In the interest of justice. Plaintiff 
would move-t^e Honorable Court to GRANT Summary Judgement and deny Defendant's very 
insulting "(^ppositi(j)n", which continues a criminal violation of Title 18 U.S-C § 2340 
"Torture" by the Justice Department.
